To the Honorable, the Legislature:

We have completed an evaluation of the Departrafnt
Transportation’ridgeinspection program, as requested by
the Joint Legislative Audit Committee. In fiscal year
2000-01 the Department spent approximately $2.2 million in
segregatedstate funds to inspect state-ownéddges,
includingan estimated $1.2 million to hire consultants from
the private sector

The Departmens written policies for inspecting the 4,858
state-ownedbridges are generally consistent with federal
regulationsand other nationajuidelines, and state staieet
federal bridge inspection qualifications. The Department
does not, however adequately monitor bridge inspection
costs or evaluate the costfettiveness of its use of
consultants by comparing their costs to thests of
inspectiongerformed by state sfaflt also does not use the
mostrecent data on bridge tfiafto measurehe condition of
statebridges. W have includedecommendations to address
theseconcerns.

The Department has increased stithe devoted to bridge
inspection. However we found that from January 2000
through August 2001, 15.9 percent of routine bridge
inspectionsand 8.0 percent of inspections of structurally
deficient bridges were not completed within the two-year
periodrequiredby both state and federal lawherefore, we
havealso includeda recommendation that the Department
ensurenspections are completed in a timely manner

Nationalbridge experts have determined that the Department
could not have foreseen the failure of the Hoan Bridge
Milwaukeein Decembef000. V¢ found, howevethat the
Departmenthad not conducted routine inspectionstloé
bridge as frequently as required by lawrhe Department
estimateghat the bridge repair work will cost approximately
$15.8million.

We appreciate theourtesy and cooperation extended to us by
the Department. The Departmentesponse is Appendix 3.
